Favors Salary for Solicttors. 

A bill placing the solicitors general 
of the state on aaaiars’ of $3,000 per 
anntm. introduced by Senator G. Y. 
Harrell, was reported favorably by the 
committee by a vote of 7 to 4. 

An attempt bv Senator Smith to 
amend the bill, so as to make the sal- 
ary $4.000 instead of $3,000, was lost. 
A minority report will be offered. The 
bill, while not a constitutional amend~ 
ment. will require a two-thirds vote 
of the senate and house to become a 


law. e 

The bill places the solicitors on a 
salary of $3,000 together withthe same 
fees now allowed by law for prosecut- 
eriminal cases in the supreme 
courts and the courts of appeal of this 
state: but no other fee, perquisite or 
reward shall be allowed or received by 
such officers. A provision is made in 
the measure that any county may in- 
crease the salary of solicitors if it de- 
sires. 

An attempt was made to make the 
bill a special order for either Friday or 
Monday by Senator Allen in order to 
vive visiting solicitors a chance to dis- 
eyss the merits of the bill before the 
committee. A motion to this effect 
was kiled by a vote of 7 to 4. There 
are several similar bills pending in the 
house. and a delegation of solicitors 
will be in Atlanta today to appear be- 
fore a house committee.

ag to changes in the constitution in ref- 
erence to jurisdiction of these courts, 
was reported favorably. 

Senator Turner's resolution to create 
a commission of two senators, three 
representatives, the attorney general 
and two citizens skilled in the law, to 
investigate and report to the next gen- 
eral assembly upon the registration of 
land titles, was laid on the table pend- 
ing action upon Senator Sweet’s Tor- 
rens’ lard title bill, which was reported 
favorably by the committee and is now 
before the senate. 

Rural Credits Bill, 

A bill to provide for a system of 
rural credits in Georgia’ by a valida- 
tion of land deeds through court pro- 
cedure was taken up by the general 
judiciary committtee No. 1 of the house 
vesterday afternoon. The author of 
the bill was Mr. Slater of Bryan. 

The bill provides that any owner of 
land may validate the same by con- 
fessing judgment and filing with the 
clerk of the superior court a promis- 
sory note covering one-half of the 
value of the land. The clerk is to is- 
sue an execution with coupons at- 
tached upon. which the land owner 
can borrow money to one-half of its 
value. It simply gives the land owner 
an opportunity of making his property 
gilt-edge security.

Anybody else could run against Sen- 
ator Smith, or 1 could run against any 
candidates for other positions without 
becoming liable to the charge of dis- 
turbing the peace of the state.

| Wilson and Bryan Greatly 
Elated Over Success of 
Long Fight—General Am- 
nesty to Be Urged. 


Washington, July 15.—News of Gen- 
eral Huerta’s resignation as provisional 
president of Mexico was hailed by of- 
ficial Washington tonight as the first 
practical step toward a quick solution 
of the Mexican problem. Constitution- 
alists, diplomats and officials of the 
United States were elated over Gen- 
eral Huerta’s voluntary withdrawal 
and predicted an era of peace in his 
country. 

Although the constitutionalists have 
declared they would not recognize 
Francisco Carbajal, as provisional pres- 
ident, and the United States govern- 
ment likewise will refuse to recognize 
him, the understanding here is that the 
new executive will hold office only un- 
til arrangements can be made for the 
entry of General Carranza, the consti- 
tutionalist chief. 

General Amnesty Sought, 

Diplomats in close touch with the 
situation declare Carbajal and those 
who are associated with him In an ef- 
fort to restore peace, desire only a 
general amnesty, conserving the lives 
and property of Huerta’s -. supporters. 
With this obtained, the peaceful entry 
into the Mexican capital of constitu- 
tionalist troops will be negotiated. 

General Huerta’s retirement came 
just as the constitutionalists were pre- 
paring’ their formal note declining par- 
ticipation in informal conferenceg with 
tiuerta delegates to discuss internal 
Mexican questions 

Hopes were raised today

United States Forced Huerta. 


Huerta’s resignation marks the cul- 
mination of more than a year's effort 
by the United States to force his re- 
tirement. John Lind was sent to Mex- 
ico last summer in an effort to bring 
about the dictator's withdrawal. Presi- 
dent Wilson, later went to congress 
and revealed the terms on which 
Hiuerta had been asked to retire. An 
embargo on arms was placed on both 
Mexican factions and the Washington 
government then began its policy of 
cutting off financial aid for the Huerta 
government, not onlv from the United 
States, but from Europe. Hluerta’s 
resources,slowly diminished under this 
pressure The constitutionalists, aid- 
ed by the moral support of the Ameri- 
can government, pushed their military 
campaign to within striking distance 
of the capital. Realizing a military 
conquést of Mexico City was inevitable. 
General Huerta finally has vyielded to 
the persuasion of the hundreds of in- 
fluential Mexicans, who prayed that 
further bloodshed and disturbance be 
avoided.

The prospect of an early solution 
of the Mexican problem gave both 
President Wilson and Secretary Bryan 
much joy tonight. American forces 
will not be withdrawn from Vera Cruz 
until a stable government has been 
established in Mexico City and recogni- 
tion has been accorded the new pgov- 
ernment. The feeling is general, how- 
ever, that if Carranza gives guarantees 
to political offenders as well as the 
people generaliy, recognition will be 
extended promptly by the United States 
and other nations of Central and South 
América, as well as Europe. 

Incidentally Huerta’s resignation 
now places Europe on an equal footing 
with the United States with respect to 
the authorities at Mexico City. The 
powers of Europe had recognized 
Huerta, but because of the pronounced 
attitude of the United States, they are 
expected to follow the lead of the 
American government before extending 
recognition to Carbajal or his suc- 
cessor. 


48 REBELS EXECUTED

Fl Paso, Texas, July 15.—The forty- 
eight members of the constitutionalist 
garrison at Palomas were either killed 
in battle or executed by federal fili- 
busters who attacked the border town 
early today. No man escaped to the 
American side. This was reported to 
Mexican federal officials and by United 
States army and United States customs 
agents at Columbus, N. M., 7 miles 
from the scene of the fighting. 

Shortly after daybreak what offi- 
cers of the Thirteenth United States 
cavalry, estimated as 450 men, swooped 
on the little garrison of Villa troops.

His 
uneasy hold upon affairs was weaken 
ed by minor constitutionalist victories 
in the north and by recurring rumors 
of a break with Felix Diaz, nephew of 
Porfirio Diaz and Huerta’s ally in the 
overthrow of Madero. 
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On May 1 Hiuerta announced he 
would urge congress to call elections 
in October to choose his successor. The 
congress selected October 26 as the 
date of the election and a decree to 
that effect was issued by Huerta on 
June 38. 

Felix Diaz, who had announced him- 
self as a candidate for the presidency, 
was sent to Japan on July 17. 

Henry Lane Wilson, the American 
ambassador, was recalled to Washing- 
ton and Nelson O'Shaughnessy, charge 
d'affaires, was left in charge of Ameri- 
can interests in Mexico. 

Wilson Sends Lind. 

in August it became known 
that President Wilson intended to 
send John Lind, formerly governor of 
Minnesota, to Mexico as his personal 
representative in an endeavor to ar- 
range a basis for the republic’s peace.

Huerta was attacked in the Mexican 
senate in October 6 by Senator Do- 
minguez, who spuvke what was in the 
minds of himself and some of his col- 
leagues. Dominguez disappeared. The 
chamber of deputies adopted a resolu- 
tion calling for an investigation. 

To this Huerta’s reply was dramatic 
and swift. He marched a column of 
troops to the chamber of deputies and 
threw 110 deputies into prison. Next 
he dissolved congress and took unte 
himself the legislative authority, call- 
ing for an election of new members on 
October 5. Through Mr. O'Shaugh- 
nessy, the United States made repre- 
sentations against violence to the im- 
prisoned deputies. 


Huerta Defies United States.

This amendment adds the provision 
to section one of the bill that it shall 
not go into effect in any county until 
it shall have first been submitted to 
the voters of the county in the same 
manner and under the same restric- 
tions, qualifications and provisions 
are now provided by law for elec- 
tions for fence or no fence law in the 
several counties.

House Measure Relating 
to Future Contracts. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, July 15.—( Special.) 
Following a meeting of the conference 
committee of the senate and house on 
cotton futures legislation tonight, it 
was predicted thatthe senate will ac- 
cept the house measuge which employs, 
the taxing power of the government to 

destroy cotton exchange evils. 

‘Senator Hoke Smith, chairman of 
the conference, at whose house the 
conferees met tonight, stated that the 
so-called Lever bNI had incoporated | 
in it many features of the measure‘ 
offered by Representative Aswell, of | 
Louisiana. The Aswell bill is reported | 
to have been approved by the national 
officers of the Farmers’ union. 

“I have looked into the law on the 
subject of the right of congress to tax 
an industry out of existence, and I am): 
convinced that this method of curbing’ 
the evils of the cotton exchanges would | 
‘be upheld,” said Senator Smith. “It is 
probable that the tax on contracts 
which are made illegal will be in- 
creased s0 that it. will be absolutely 
prohibitive. The tax on legitimate con- 
tracts will be purely nominal, possibly 
5 cents on each 50,000 pounds, so that 
there will be no way to make the 
farmer pay the cost of illegal con- 
tracts. Severe penalties will be pro- 
vided for violators of the law.” 

Senators Sheppard, of Texas, and 
of Iado, are the other senate. 
onferees, and Representatives Lever, | 
of South Carolina; Lee, of Georgia, and 
Haughen, of Iowa, are the conferees on 
the part of the house. 

A report will probably be made to 
both houses within the next week. Its 
prompt acceptance is anticipated.

Some Administration Leaders 
Concerned Over Fate of 
Pending Bills.

Washington, July 15.—A spirited de- 
bate today between Senator Hollis, of 
New Hampshire, and Seantor Reed, of 
Mis®ouri, over the interstate 
trade commission bill emphasized that 
administration leaders in the senate 
still were far from an agreement on 
general principles of trust legislation. 

The wide divergence of views was 
further in senate commit- 
tees, the judiciary committee falling to 
perfect the Clayton bill, which they 
had expected to complete last Monday. 
The interstate commerce commission 
again failed to resume consideration 
of the railroad securities bill and a 
member of the committee said no 
meeting could be held before Friday. 


Consideration Is Urged. 


The difficulties senators are en- 
countering in committees together 
with the open disagreement as to prin- 
ciples evidenced on the floor guve 
some administration leaders concern 
over the fate of the bills and 
strengthened a belief that the pending 
measures should be consolidated. 

Senator Hollis today declared that 
the interstate commerce commission 
favored the so-called Newlands meas- 
ure, which would give the proposed 
trade commission power to prevent 
“unfair competition.” He added _ that 
the judiciary committee believed an 
attempt should be made to define un- 
fair practices. 

Senator Borah asked what relief 
would be afforded Small business men 
if the “halo of eternal wisdom for a 
moment should slip from the 
the federal trade commission,” or 
such business men as “Thomas 
Jones, nominated for the federal re- 
serve board, be appointed to the fed- 
eral trade commission.” Senator Hollis 
explained that the federal trade com- 
mission would be given the power of 
policing trade with a view of making 
“the big fellows let the little fellows 
live.”

THE PATRIOTIC PRESS. 


Last night at Commerce Governor Sla- 
ton thanked the members of the Georgia 
‘Weekly Press association for an act of 
patriotism as lofty and courageous as that 
to which any editor may aspire. And that 
was for their overshadowing share in 
the passage of the tax equalization act, 
and for their vigor in defending its opera- 
tion—the combined effects of which have 
saved Georgia from the stigma of dishonor 
and the menace of repudiation. 

A year ago the association, comprising 
the most influential weekly editors in Geor- 
gia, met at LaGrange. The tax equalization 
bill was pending. The governor was invited 
to explain to the association the purposes 
and virtues of the bill. He did so, in a 
straightforward, manly way. He spoke 
plainly of the deplorable financial status of 
Georgia, how disgrace and possible, repudia- 
tion were inevitable unless revenues were 
increased and a rich state made to cease 
‘ branding itself a pauper. Practically as one 
man the editors pledged their support to the 
tax equalization law, which the governor 
established was the one hope. It was 
largely through the influence they exerted 
at home that the bill became a law. It has 
been largely through their influence that 
the law negotiated the first perilous months 
of its enforcement and has become firmly 
established in the state’s approval. 

Last night the governor made accountal 
of stewardship to this same body of patri- 
otic men. He summarized the effects of the 
law’s enforcement. A complete epitome was 
not available, but he was in command of 
sufficient data to show that the law will 
infallibly redeem every promise made for it. 

The Constitution joins Governor Slaton 
in commending the patriotism not only of 
the weekly, but also of the daily press of 
the state. Their attitude “has been taken 
practically as.a unit, and with a remarkable 
disregard of the political consequences. 
They might differ on othe? political con- 
tests, but they got together and stayed to- 
gether on the exigency of the tax equaliza- 
tion law and its sacredness. They might 
have fallen in with the demagogues and 
those who play upon cupidity, prejudice and 
gstinginess for votes. They resisted such 
base temptations. 

Only one candidate who is appealing to 
the state-wide electorate has stooped to the 
cheap and incendiary demagogy of trying to 
“trade the state’s honor for votes. He has 
mot been deterred by the fact that he him- 
self, as a member of the Georgia house, was 
author of two tax equalization bilis inft- 
nitely more drastic than the present law. 
Pocketing conviction, he now plays to the 
meanest, most avaricious, most despicable 
of human weaknesses, in a desperate effort 
to capitalize cupidity into votes. But he has 
played to the wrong galleries, misread and 
maligned the people of Georgia. No better 
proof could be wanted than that in the 
house of representatives, where the bill 
passed by a scant constitutional majority, 
this year twice in committee a proposal to 
repeal has been killed by a vote of 8 to 1. 
The one-time adversaries themselves of the 
bill have seen its justice and excellencies 
and become advocates. 

The state press deserves the meed 
handed it by the governor. This law has 
justified the staunchness of their support.

But it seems to us 
that the regulations being enforced in the 
marketing of cattle from tick-infested terri 
tories are legitimately open to question as 
a matter of judgment. | 

The main points of controversy as be- 
tween State. Veterinarian Bahnsen and the 
packers have simmered down to this: Is 
he or the United States government right in 
the methods whereby they handle cattle en 
route for slaughter? If it is the Georgia 
plan is wrong. 

Dr. Bahnsen takes the position that when 
a farmer ships a car or less than a car of 
cattle to market, if one steer is found to be 
tick-infested in that car the whole shipment 
must be held at the stock yards on a week’s 
quarantine. The consumer doesn’t lose, the 
packer doesn’t lose. The farmer who raised 
the cattle does. For when he is paid, the 
price of maintaining those cattle for seven 
days comes Out of his check. W. B. Hol- 
lingsworth, of: Fayetteville, in a communi- 
cation published today, seems to think the 
small farmer is about discouraged from 
cattle-growing because of this regulation. 
Those in his vicinity feel that way about it. 

A state regulation is supreme over ship- 
ments going to points within that state. The 
federal regulation is supreme on shipments 
crossing the state line. Now, say. that same 
farmer, shipping a carload of beeves, routes 
them through to Chattanooga. The federal 
regulation imposes no quarantine on cattle 
destined for immediate slaughter. The gev- 
ernment belleves the block is the best cure 
for the tick. The cattle are slaughtered 
without delay, dressed and the meat shipped 
back into Georgia with the government’s 
brand on it as pure and wholesome. The 
only difference is that the farmer loses 
something in freight and the consumer pays 
a higher price for the meat. Again, there is 
the constant invitation to send Georgia 
business out of the state. 

This is a statement of conditions as The 
Constitution sees them, and it is made up 
from the cases as presented by Dr. Bahnsen 
on the one side and the packers on the 
other. 

If we are wrong, if we are misled in be- 
lieving that a growing industry in Georgia is 
menaced, we should like Dr. Bahnsen to set 
us straight, and to demonstrate how the 
method under which the government guar- 
antees pure meat and at the same time 
strikes the tick is antiquated or ineffectual. 

Compare the government’s method with 
Georgia’s method, concretely. The other 
day, in Macon, a farmer, who had brought a 
steer to market for slaughter, attempted to 
have it brought to the block. The state in- 
tervened because of the presence of ticks, 
and is holding the animal seven days. Had 
the animal been killed the ticks would have 
gone with it. With the animal alive, the ut- 
most precaution might not have prevented 
the spread of the infection. 

The work of tick eradication should go 
forward vigorously, where it is most effect- 
ive, at the source. The legislature should 
be liberal to that end. Meanwhile, let us be 
cautious lest energy and enthusiasm be 
spent not in conserving, but in hurting, the 
cattle industry. 


ASA G. CANDLER’S MILLION GIFT! 

Atlanta’s bid for the southeastern univer- 
sity of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, made before the educational commis- 
sion of that denomination, was in thofough 
keeping with this city’s vision and capabili- 
ties. The cash proposition was $1,500,000, 
and that was supplemented by other 
considerations which will increase the total 
to beyond $2,000,000. There is little or no 
doubt that Atlanta will be awarded the uni- 
versity. The city has the reputation of 
winning all that it goes after and of keeping 
its pledges to the letter. So the prelimi- 
nary chapter of this movement may be re- 
garded as closed. 

A phenomenal feature of the cash bid 
was that two-thirds of it, or ONE MILLION 
DOLLARS, was contributed by one indi- 
vidual—ASA G. CANDLER. Never in the 
history of Georgia, or of the south, has one 
individual or one corporation given a sum 
even approximating this to any educational, 
religious or philanthropic cause. Even 
among the multitude of millionaires of the 
north the beneficence would stand out con- 
spicuously.

The liberality that now finds its climax 
is characteristic of the man. He has always 
done his share and more. “Doing his share” 
has from his youth up been a passion with 
this wonderful man. As a young $40-a-month 
drug clerk, he was proportionately as liberal 
in aiding any worthy cause as he has ever 
been since. It is axiomatic among those 
that know him, that at every upwafd turn 
of his life he has followed the policy of 
giving every penny he was able to spare 
toward human betterment. Many of his 
acts of charity, many of the enterprises he 
has aided, will never be known save to him- 
self and a few friends. 

What a splendid inspiration and asset 
is such a man to a community! If every 
man “did his share” according to the 
Candler plan, this world would very near

Governor Sl aton Thanks State Editors 
For Helping Safeguard State’s Honor

Commerce, Ga., July 15.—(Special.)—Gevernor John M. Slaton tonight told the 
members of the Georgia Weekly Press association, in session here, how they had co- 
operated in saving from stigma the honor of the state of Georgia. He spoke to the toast, 
“The Empire State.” The subject afforded an opportunity for showing what the influ- 
ence of the state press had done te maintain Georgia as “The Empire State” in its 
cordial and non-partisan support of the equalization tax law. 

The governor dealt with the greatness of the state, and then proceeded:

“When I was elected governor there was 
a deficit of approximately $1,500,000 in the 
state treasury. Veterans of the confederacy 
were dying while awaiting their meager re- 
wards. Poorly paid teachers in our schools 
were hawking their claims on the publia 
squares and selling them:.at from 10 to 25 
per cent discount. Our system of higher 
education was marking time in the great 
advance of the age because of lack of means. 
Eleemosynary institutions were turning 
away or providing only the bare necessities 
for the insane, the deaf, the blind. The tax 
rate was at the maximum and the legislature 
in blind pantomime was appropriating 
thousands of dollars which did not and could 
not exist. 

“Somethipeg had to be done. Bankers were 
looking ask&nce at state obligations and a 
$3,500,000 refunding bond issue was near at 
hand. 

“I gave the subject much thought. I 
found that the state's fiscal system had 
undergone scarce a change in over a hundred 
years. It was established when our popu- 
lation was less than 1,000,000 and our annual 
expenditures only a few hundred thousand, 
when virtually all our taxable property con- 
sisted of land and slaves, when our economic 
conditions were as different from those of 
the present as China’s are from those of 
France. 


Pass the Hat. 


“I found further that scarcely no other 
state or other governmental unit still adhered 
to a ‘pass-the-hat system’ of taxation, if 
may borrow the striking phrase of Judge 
Hart. 

“I found also that governor after gover- 
nor for thirty or forty years and our great 
comptroller general repeatedly during his 
nearly forty years of unexcelled public serv- 
kee had urged that our seventeenth century 
taxing system ‘be brought up at least to 
nineteenth century conditions. 

“I discovered furthermore that the great 
burden of taxation was falling on the smal] 
property owner. 

“IT found that millions of dollars of wealth 
in the possession of rich, well-to-do people 
Was escaping taxation. 

“The state had to have more money. 
Should we, by raising the tax rate, add to 
the burdens of those who had ‘been doing 
their share, or compel those who, by neg«li- 
gence or intention, had been evading their 
part to bear thetr burden? 

“IT adopted the course which had been 
recommended by most of my predecessors, by 
numerous legislative committees and com- 
missions, by our comptroller general and 
virtually everyone else who had investigated 
the subject. 

“But I met with many difficultles. Ques- 
tions of finance and taxation are prosaic— 
and most people are loath to study them. 
Many opposed reform not because they were 
against tax reform per se, but because they 
were afraid it was not the right kind. Many 
opposed it because they were afraid the 
people wouldn't understand. 

“IT tell you in all candor that during the 
first few weeks of the legislative session It 
looked as if nothing could be done. The 
majority seemed against us. Devoted per- 
sonal friends came to me and said: ‘Jack, 
let it alone. Leave the problem to salads 
governor The state will rock along some 
way. Old man, if you persist it will be 
political suicide. Remember the fiasco of 
the early nineties. Desist or your own politt- 
cal future is gone The country people 
won't stand for it.’ 

“The advice was sincere and kindly, but 
had I accepted it I would have been a coward 
and false to my oath 

“I did not accept it. but jt looked for a 
time that I had just as well. 

“Then came an invitation to meet with 
you at LaGrange. I resolved to appeal to 
you as Georgians, as the spokesmen for the 
rural counties of Georgia. 

“IT stated the case to 
sponded to a man. 

‘TIT think every one of you who were 
present returned home and urged tax re- 
form. That’s the reason, gentlemen, we got 
tax reform. ' 


They Saved the State. 


“With love for your state and pride tn 
her good name, you thundered into the ears 
of the people lessons which saved the state 
from the menace of dishonor. 

“Therefore, I want to thank vou for the 
great service you did, not for me, but for 
Georgia. . 

“The work did not end with the passage 
of the bill. But your part in that presaged 
a future course of patriotism which enabled 
us to surmount immediate difficulties. In 
the midst of extreme financial depression, I 
borrowed approximately $500,000 here in

Georgia at 3 per cent, when a sister state 
was paying 7 per cent in New, York. 

“The great test came when the practical 
operation of the law began this spring. 
Necessarily its first application was crude 
and somewhat imperfect. No ‘doubt there 
have been isolated cases of injustice. Any 
one of you could have found ample sophistry 
upon which to attack the law. But you gen- 
tlemen, almost without exception, have up- 
held it and defended it. And because of your 
patriotic stand, permit me to predict that 
the law will not be repealed, though it will 
be improved. 

“T know that the tax law has met with 
opposition fram powerful sources. 

“Some of the opposition is sincere and 
some of it comes of suspicion or misunder- 
standing. 

“Rut a great deal of it originates in the 
haunts of special privilege which ever re- 
sents encroachment upon selfish advantage. 

“Opponents of the laiw say it is aimed at 
farm land, but reports indicate that the 
bulk of increases made this year is on city 
and town and personal property. 

“One typical rural county reports an in- 


crease of $825,000, and $210,000 of it came 
from town property, $99,000 from personal 
property and $517,100 from land never before 
on the tax books. 

‘I know of two country counties in 
which increases in the property lying in two 
towns of each of the counties totaled more 
than the Increases in the remaining parts of 
both counties. 


“We will rural coun- 


take three typical 
ties whose digests have been received. They 
report increases of $859,000, $552,000 and 
$304,459, respectively; yet the average value 
of land in each of them is less than in 1913. 

“Another county reports increases aggre- 
gating $1,600,000, made up of $500,000 In im 
proved land, $300,000 In city property and 
$800,000 in personalty, the latter newly dis- 
covered, 

“TI asked Judge Hart to furnish me a 
summary of the fifty-two digests received 
before I left Atlanta. In the main they are 
small country counties. In 1913 they re- 
ported decreases aggregating $501,472; this 
year they show total gains aggregating 
$20,293,534. In those fifty-two counties 
199,471 acres of land and thousands of dol- 
lars of personal property were brought to 
light and subjected to taxation the first 
time in its existence. 

“Oppontnts of the law say that it en- 
ables cities to escape their just share of 
taxation. I notice that a Macon paper says 
Bibb’s increase will be approximately 
$5,000,000 I anticipate that Fulton's will 
three times as much. The two together will 
show increases greater than those of the 
fiftv-two counties which have reported. 

“They declare that the law does not reach 
corporations, I know of one which the law 
caused to raise tts returns $590,000. There 
are others of like kind. 

“T could give you innumerable instances 
of inveterate tax dodgers who were brought 
to taw. One who gave in his property at 
$800 was raised to $58,000. When he com- 
Plained his local board suggested that he 
arbitrate. ‘If you are satisfied, I am,” he 
said, and dropped the incidént.

Editor Constitution: I wish to commend 
your publicity as to the matter of tick eradi- 
cation. As one of experience, and a law- 
aniding citizen, I dare say the present method 
of hold-up by our state authorities is un- 
warranted and unjust. and is a death blow 
to the live stock industry of our state. The 
farmers of south Georgia are the matin suf- 
ferers, and my appeal is mainly in their 
behalf. The state of Georgia is now paying 
thousands of dollars to drive the people into 
a sacrifice of beef cattle, and the people it 
reaches are the poor farmers in the rural 
districts of our state who have accumulated 
enough to either raise two or three yearlings 
or a few beef cows, and because they have 
half a dozen ticks on them to have to make 
a sacrifice in price. Not only that, but {in my 
own county, which has not had a tick in it 
for years so far as I can ascertain, the seller 
has got to write Atlanta and wait for a per- 
mit before he can even dispose of a caif 
in the markets, and because the rural farm- 
ers are not acquainted with these methods 
and hardships they are fast losing interest 
in the cattle-raising business. 

Now, there is a way of leading our people, 
but few stand for being driven. If this fund 
and the tick eradication must exist let’g 
place it on a different basis and educate our 
people as to the extermination of the tick 
by sufficient literature that will acquaint 
them in infested districts, and our county 
demonstrators will aid in this matter, and 
for beef purposes only let’s not hamper by 
the present methods of hardship, and ship- 
ping our cattle in adjoining states for 
Slaughter and to be fed back to us at ad- 
vanced prices. 

I hope our south Georgia lawmakers will 
investigate these conditions, as it seems to 
me they are the ones most affected.

Just speeches was all at the banquet 
which the president and board of di- 
rectors of the Atlanta chamber of com- 
merce gave at the Druid Hills Golf 
club last night in honor of the educa- 
tional commission of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south. Good 
speeches, to be sure. Excellent 
speeches. Sound doctrines of true 
Amer’ unism of the Bishop Kilgo and 
Bishop Candler sort; Atlanta spirit of 
the Mell Wilkinson, Asa Candler and 
Jim Woodward sort; Birmingham spir- 
it of the P. G. Shook variety, and the 
inimitable John Temple Graves brand 
of oratory and eloquenge—but that was 
. all that happened. 

During the entire evening there was 
present always among the Atlanta and 
Birmingham contestants for the loca- 
tion of the proposed new Methodist 
university the suppressed excitement 
of expectancy that something would 
develop that might indicate which way 
the Methodist winds are blowing, but 
never a word.
